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Common Sense About 
Building Programs 


Examples from 
Various 
Pentecostal 
Churches 


FIRST GROUP 


Pastor A had been at a downtown 
mission location for two years in an 
upstairs hall seating perhaps 500. 
Membership had grown rapidly since 
he started the work until both Sunday 
School and church services were 
crowding all the available space, with 
unquestionably more people receiving 
salvation, healing, and the Baptism 
than any other church in the city. He 
rented another upstairs hall, pre- 
pared it for 1,100, later enlarged it to 
1,500, subsequently bought the entire 
building, paying all bills currently. 
Within two years they were crowding 
the main auditorium on Sundays and 
are talking about buying a larger 
building. 

Pastor B had taken a church of 
about 300 capacity and possibly 100 at- 
tendance. He built the Sunday School 
up to over 200 and added Sunday 
School rooms. The audience grew to 
consistently more than 300 so that he 
sometimes had to urge some of the 
Christians to stay away so _ sinners 
could get in, and he is planning a new 
building as early as possible. 

Pastor C held meetings in homes for 
a few months, was having people 
saved and filled with the Holy Spirit 
and was crowding the meetings with 
wenty-five or thirty people. They 
started a building of approximately 
180 capacity, with provision for the 
addition of Sunday School rooms as 
needed, and paid all bills as they went. 
The church was completed in a year 
or so, dozens were saved and baptized, 
and Sunday School and services grew 
to around 125 attendance. Sunday 
School rooms were added. Then at- 
tendance stopped growing, so I will 


refer to pastor C again in the second | 


group. 

Pastor D held meetings in the base- 
ment of a home for six months ora 
year; membership grew from one or 
two families to forty or fifty persons, 
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as many as could get in. He built a 
church of perhaps 200 seating capac- 
ity, and four Sunday School rooms, 
paid for by the time the building was 
finished. Attendance continued to 
grow for some months, until other 
factors not televant here entered. 


Pastor E held meetings for about 
half a year in a portable tabernacle 
that was in a poor location. The taber- 
nacle would seat perhaps 150; attend- 
ance had grown from around ten or 
fifteen to thirty or forty. They had an 
opportunity to buy a building in an 
excellent location, seating capacity 
around 250, and half a dozen Sunday 
School rooms. In the new building the 
attendance continued to grow slowly 
to around fifty and then to seventy- 
five, and the debt was systematically 
reduced and finally eliminated. 


SECOND GROUP 


Pastor C’s attendance grew to fairly 
near the capacity of the building and 
then levelled off, though he seemingly 
failed to recognize that fact. Months 
and revivals went by with virtually no 
one saved or filled with the Holy 
Spirit, no permanent increase in at- 
tendance. But, because the attendance 
was good and financial conditions 
reasonably prosperous, he mistook ac- 
tivity for progress, like a person climb- 
ing a descending escalator. He wanted 
to keep right on building, was refused 
by the board, finally did persuade the 
church to spend $3,500 on a parsonage. 
Attendance dropped to “the old 
guard,” has remained at a standstill 
ever since. 

Pastor F held meetings in a poorly 
heated and unsightly tabernacle for a 
year or year and a half; attendance 
grew from ten or fifteen to twenty- 
five or thirty, then remained there 
month after month. He felt that it was 
the building that was keeping people 
away, started a money-raising pro- 
gram to build a “$5,000” church; ul- 
timately sold the tabernacle (which 
did not belong to him), and undertook 
the building program. He started the 
basement for the church approxi- 
mately 40x60 feet, I should estimate, 
and partitioned off one end of the 
basement to hold meetings in tempo- 
rarily. The attendance still did not

grow, and the money did not come in. 
One year, two years later they were 
still holding meetings and Sunday 
School in the same partition of the 
basement, with the weathered floor 
for a roof and the forlorn studs pre- 
senting an unsightly white elephant to 
the many passers-by. 

Pastor G pioneered a work, starting 
in homes, then a rented hall, growing 
moderately to possibly 100 attendance 
in approximately four years’ time. 
He started a building program with a 
lower-story stone basement, roughly 
50x75 feet, which is to serve as the 
foundation for the main auditorium 
upstairs. The basement — ultimately 
for Sunday School rooms—is now used 
as an auditorium of perhaps 300 ca- 
pacity, with attendance fluctuating 
around 150 and apparently not grow- 
ing. Evidences of compromise with 
worldly fashion are freely in evidence, 
their prayer service is short, and a 
person prayed up and in tune with the 
Holy Spirit feels a lack of the convic- 
tion and power of God. But the stubby, 
sawed-off church sits there, a mute 
master. The pastor can’t admit that he 
planned too big and just put a réof on 
the floor, even if he realizes that after 
eight years, his audience is only half- 
filling the auditorium he now has. So 
he is burdening his people with drives 
for thousands and thousands of dol- 
lars, laying it away in the bank so that 
as quickly as materials are available 
they can finish their beautiful and 
pride-satisfying building. Well, at least 
he is to be commended for laying the 
money in advance. 


SUMMARY 

According to the above and exten- 
sive other observations, the following 
conclusions commend themselves to 
my present judgment: 

1, Most important: An expansion 
program is never justified unless the 
attendance is growing. 

2. Almost without exception, the 
churches that I consider to have been 
in the best states of spirituality have 
largely paid for their building pro- 
grams as they went. If the program is 
in proportion to the need, this should 
usually be possible.

e read of “the king of the north or 
south.” How is Jerusalem “in the 
midst of nations”? Because nearly 
three-fourths of the land surface of 
the globe lies around her. It is also the 
center of population, there being eight 
times more people living in lands con- 
tiguous to her than in all the rest of 
the world combined. 

Palestine has been called “the 
bridge” or “gateway” between the 
three great continents, Europe, Asia, 
and Africa. Our wonderful Savior was 
born there, and drenched that sacred 
soil with His precious blood. It was 
there He defeated Satan, and from 
there He arose triumphant out of 
death and majestically ascended to 
the Father’s right hand. When He 
again returns to earth, His blessed 
nail-pierced feet will rest on Pales- 
tinean soil—the Mount of Olives. Je- 
rusalem will be the center of His gov- 
ernmental reign for one thousand 
years. Palestine might well be desig- 
nated the center of wealth, for scien- 
tists estimate the wealth of the Dead 
Sea alone at $1,270,000,000,000. This is 
said to be three times the wealth of 

e U.S.A. It may be a dead sea, but 

is alive with mineral wealth. 

PALESTINE IS LIKE A DIAMOND 
in the rough. Valuable? Yes, but wait 
until the Master Craftsman develops 
her full luster, then “the desert shall 
rejoice and blossom as the rose” (Isa. 
35:1). With these facts in mind, do you 
wonder that Palestine is envied by 
covetous nations “round about her”? 
More battles have been fought and 
more blood has been shed on Palestin- 
ean soil than on any other small coun- 
try in the world. According to Ezek. 
38 and 39 she will again become the 
battleground for the mightiest armies 
ever assembled. Already the black 
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shadow of Russia, the bear that walks 
like a man, is creeping ever closer to 
“the land in the midst of the nations.” 
Like a giant octopus, Russia’s mighty 
tentacles have encircled much of 
Europe, and according to Ezek. 38:2, 
“Gog, the chief prince of Mesheck 
(Moscow),” will be guard or com- 
mander (see margin of v. 7), of the 
greatest fighting machine ever assem- 
bled. They will come “like a cloud out 
of the north parts” (north of Jerusa- 
lem), probably with thousands of air- 
planes and parachutes, to cover the 
(holy) land.” 


But who is “Gog” their leader? Ac- . 


cording to Strong, he is as yet an un- 
determinable character. This is not 
strange, for He who “declared the end 
from the beginning,” often named 
men before birth. Josiah, a good King, 
was named 300 years before birth (1 
Kings 13:2). Our Lord’s name and 
character were given 740 years before 
His birth (Isa, 6:9 and Luke 1:31). 
What nations will comprise this vast 
army? We dare not go beyond Scrip- 
ture which names them as Persia, 
Ethiopia, Libya, Gomer (Germany), 
and Togmarah” (a son of Gomer) 
(Ezek. 38:5, 6). Russia, under the 
leadership of Gog, will head this con- 
federacy. Notice, verse 6 says of both 
Gomer and Togarmah, “and all their 
bands, and many people with thee.” 
This might mean Russia’s satellites— 
the Balkans and others. So great is 
this battle that seven months is re- 
quired to bury the dead and seven 
years to burn the wood. Laminated 
wood is now used and is stronger than 
iron by test. 

Gomer is first mentioned in Gen. 
10: 2, and according to historians set- 
tled near what is now Germany. 

HOW DID GOMER BECOME 
GERMANY? 

Names have often been changed. St. 
Petersburg was changed to Petrograd, 
and then to Leningrad. Read Num. 32: 
38. Saul was changed to Paul, etc. 
Was it not Russia’s aim in this battle 


to rob—“to take a spoil”? This is the 
same Russia whose bloody hand we 
grasped in World War II. Has Russia 
changed? “Can the leopard change his 
spots”? It has been said that in five 
years Russia liquidated over a million 
people in her realm, to keep Joseph 
Stalin in power, many of them Jews. 

Her next bloody chapter will be the 
attempted rape and plunder of the 
holy land. The pendulum of the 
prophetic clock is swinging far to the 
left, as “coming events cast their 
shadows.” It is common knowledge 
that we shipped oil and scrap metal to 
Japan, but did you know that we 
bought and shipped whole cracking 
plants to Russia? Sinc® occupying 
Germany, she has shipped thousands 
of tons of Germany’s finest machines 
to her own land, beside thousands of 
captured trucks, cannon, ete. In cele- 
brating, Russia’s red flag flies high 
over their red square. Red banners 
float over the streets, and even the 
lamp-posts are painted red. 

In the Revelation, almost everything 
connected with the antichrist is red. 
The beast is said to be scarlet (red) 
colored (Rev. 17:3). His whole king- 
dom will be red. And Rev. 18:16 says: 
“That great city was clothed in pur- 
ple and scarlet” (red). It was 
Lenin’s desire to rule over a red world, 
but today, although worshiped as a 
deity, his mumified body lies in a glass 
case in the Kremlin.

The great evangelist Charles Finney 
once said, “Nothing in the whole realm 
of the Christian life is quite so diffi- 
cult, so rarely attained as a praying 
heart. Without it, you are as weak as 
weakness itself; with it, you are irre- 
sistible. If you lose your spirit of 
prayer, you will do next to nothing 
for God, even though you may have 
the intellectual endowments of an 
angel. Frequent seasons of secret 
prayer are wholly indispensable to 
keeping up an intercourse with God. 
The Lord preserve His Church from 
the guidance and influence of men 
who do not know how to pray!” 

Have you ever thought about a 
praying heart? Perhaps not. We do 
not often see or hear the term used 
these days. And yet the history of the 
Christian church is replete with thrill- 
ing incidents concerning folks who 


possessed 
A PRAYING HEART 


and allowed it to have its way in their 
lives every moment. Some years ago, 
a devout pastor serving a small church 
in a Georgia town, seeing that his 
sermons and public prayers seemed to 
avail so little in the salvation of souls, 
left his bed one night and walked forth 
into the darkness of the town. He knelt 
down on the sidewalk in front of each 
house and prayed fervently for those 
who were unsaved. Some folks won- 
dered why the revival fires burned so 
brightly in the next evangelistic meet- 
ing held in that town, when many 
were saved. But only God—and a cer- 
tain policeman who happened to see 
the pastor at prayer, but who said 
nothing about it until months later— 
knew the probable reason. “ie 
Without a truly praying heart that 
pastor would have had just a nominal 
meeting in his little church. But his 
praying heart would not allow him to 
sleep contentedly while his people 
were spiritually dead. God loved this 
faithful servant and rewarded him 
even in this life. He loves every faith- 
ful servant, and he who soes “forth 
with weeping, bearing precious seed, 
shall doubtless come again with re- 
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Of a

joicing, bringing his sheaves with 
him” (Psalm 126:6). 


THE LORD’S PRAYER 


is beautiful. It was given to us by the 
Saviour Himself. It is used the world 
around by Christians. But unless we 
have a praying heart at all times, and 
really express in these beautiful words 
the true feelings and desires of our 
hearts, it is quite possible merely to 
SAY the words—and to be thinking 
of something quite foreign to prayer! 
There is always great danger of doing 
this when a group of people are asked 
to “repeat” this prayer. How often 
this is done! Jesus didn’t say, “After 
this manner SAY ye...” But He did 
say, “After this manner. therefore 
PRAY ye...” (Matt.6:9). 


We once heard a Christian layman 
relate a most embarrassing experience 
which came to him in a prayer service. 
He was suddenly called upon to lead 
in prayer, and “to repeat the Lord’s 
Prayer in closing.” He stated that he 
uttered a few hastily-constructed pe- 
titions of his own making, then began 
to REPEAT the Lord’s Prayer...his 
mind busy meantime with thoughts of 
the people around him, his sudden call 
to prayer, and the like. He did not just 
then possess a praying heart. ..he had 
recently had some differences with an 
acquaintance; his was hardly the spir- 
it of prayer at that moment...and so 
when he came to the “repeating” of 
the Lord’s Prayer, he did just that! 
Suddenly, he found that his mind had 
gone blank, in the middle of the pray- 
er! “Give us this day our daily bread, 
and—” he repeated the words, in great 
embarrassment. The words would not 
come. His confusion grew greater. 
Finally, after an awkward silence, he

was forced to utter an embarrassed 
“Amen,” and end it all. 

“T tell you,” he said, later, “that was 
the finest lesson in prayer and pray- 
ing—and about ‘saying’—that I have 
ever had! To this day, I tremble 
slightly every time I try to use the 
Lord’s Prayer in public. And I don’t 
think that I have ever REPEATED it 
mechanically since then, either. In 
fact, I try never to SAY its words, un- 
less I can at the moment sincerely 
make its every petition my very own. 
I think there is positive danger in 
SAYING that prayer, beautiful -and 
meaningful as it is.” 

A BASKET OF GRAPES 
served to teach a very fine lesson to a 
lady last autumn. Chancing to look 
over the fence just as a neighbor was 
working among his grapevines, she ex- 
claimed in admiration, “What lovely 
grapes you have this season!” 

“Yes, they are doing nicely,” the 
man replied. “Would you enjoy some 
of them?” 

“I should be most grateful for 
some,” the poor lady answered. . 

“Hand me a basket, then, and youg 5 
shall have them.” 

The neighbor took her basket and 
disappeared among the vines. He was ; 
gone so long a time that the poor lady 
almost thought he wasn’t going to 
keep his promise at all. But after a 
while he returned. The basket was 
filled with the very finest of the crop. 
“I’m sorry to make you wait so long,” 
the man said, kindly, “but you see the 
longer you had to wait the better 
grapes I could give you. I picked these 
out, here and there, with great cere. 
They are the choicest grapes in the 
vineyard today.” 

Thanking him heartily, the lady re- 
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turned to her house. “My, my,” she ex- 
claimed, “how like my dear heavenly 
Parent! And then, sometimes, I’m 
quite impatient with waiting for the 
answer to my prayers. I hope this may 
teach me a lasting lesson!” 

The praying heart soon learns that 
God doesn’t always answer prayers 
the same hour they are made! But the 
praying heart is not easily discouraged 
or disheartened, either...it simply 
keeps on trusting, and praying, know- 
ing that the Giver of Gifts may be 
taking time to “choose the choicest” 
blessings to send in answer to those 
petitions...for He “is able to do ex- 
ceeding abundantly above all that we 
ASK or THINK .. .” (Eph. 3:20.) 

THE SECRET 

f the praying heart is often revealed 
best to those in great need, or in dan- 
ger, or distress. A friend of ours who 
is a missionary in India and who, for 
some thirty years, has labored faith- 
fully in the jungle country, faithfully 
holding forth the Word of Life, knows 
this secret very well. She prays literal- 
ly “without ceasing” (1 Thess. 5:17) 
for the work and for those with 
whom she labors. But her prayers are 
like powerful siege-guns which she 
trains into the skies in the direction 
of America! 

She has learned the secret of being 
able, by God’s grace and through His 
power, to move hearts “over here” in 
America—hearts of faith-filled, faith- 
ful, praying-hearted Christians, who 
hear when they detect the still, small 
voice bearing the message that help 
is needed in that portion of the great 
India field. 

This deeply consecrated Christian 
lady has thus caused hundreds, even 
thousands, of dollars to find their way 
to India for the cause of missions, 
which dollars otherwise would never 
have been given for the Lord’s work. 
They were dollars which were sent be- 

use folks with Spirit-sensitized, 
praying hearts in America heard the 
call sent forth by way of heaven’s 
radio by a praying heart on the field. 
By comparing notes with this mis- 
sionary, friends back home have 
found that on the very day they re- 
ceived the “call” to send funds for her 
use in the field, she was definitely 
praying for help, and laying before 
the Throne their names! 

Yes, praying-hearted Christians 
can be used of God, because they 
WANT to be used! 

However, as Mr. Finney so aptly put 
it, “Nothing in the whole realm of the 
Christian life is quite so difficult, so 
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rarely attained, as a praying heart.” 
Such heart is 

A PRICELESS POSSESSION 
and all the more valuable because it 
is so rare, and so useful to God. How 
inspiring to find a young person who 
possesses a praying heart! How dif- 
ferent from the experience and testi- 
mony of a man of seventy-eight sum- 
mers, who, when finally converted to 
the Lord, exclaimed, “I’m a feeble old 
man who has SAID his prayers for 
some seventy years...but who never 
PRAYED at all!” A girl of fourteen 
was converted in a meeting somé time 
ago, and when she was later convers- 
ing about her conversion and express- 
ing her great joy in the Lord, she ex- 
claimed, “It’s almost too much for me 
to believe—that I, a mere girl, may 
talk with my heavenly Father WHEN- 
EVER I WISH TO! And isn’t it pre- 
cious—this fellowship in prayer?” 

DEFINITE PRAYERS 

usually bring definite answers. 


much of our praying is “general” and 
so hackneyed and prosaic that definite 
answers seem almost impossible—and 
are probably unexpected. On the other 
hand, the Christian with a praying 
heart gets answers to his prayers. 

Private prayers are usually easier to 
make, and more effective than public 
ones. It is more difficult to ask freely 
in public for the things we really de- 
sire than when in the closets of prayer. 
For this reason the praying heart 
seeks the secret place often...there to 
pour forth, into the ear of God alone, 
the desires, longings, fears, joys which 
He can act upon. 

A praying heart, as we have said, is 
a priceless treasure. It is also a privi- 
lege reserved for only those conse- 
crated ones whose chiefest joy is to do 
the Lord’s will and to keep abiding in 
Him. It is a great blessing, and a joy 
unspeakable! 

Seek a praying heart—and when at- 
tained, cherish and protect it well.

Bible 


- Fellowshio Formed 


The Board of Managers of the 
American Bible Society announced on 
March 9 that local cornmittees to fos- 
ter its work are to be formed in 
churches and communities throughout 
the world. The idea for such commit- 
tees, to be known as the American 
Bible Society Committee, came as an 
outgrowth of the unprecedented in- 
terest in Bible reading that has swept 
this country, largely as a result of the 
second Bible Reading program, from 
Thanksgiving to Christmas last year, 
which was conducted by the Bible So- 
ciety. Nineteen other countries partici- 
pated in the reading program. 

Dr. J. Chapman Bradley, a secretary 
of the American Bible Society, report- 
ed a plan for increasing Bible reading 
on a world-wide scale received from 
former Chaplain Henry O. Theiss, now 
in this country following months of 
service abroad where he has seen 
first-hand results of Bible reading 
among Service men. Chaplain Theiss’s 
plan, together with one originated by 
Dr. Bradley and implemented by the 
Society’s district and field secretaries, 
has resulted in the program for the 
formation of the American Bible So- 
ciety Committees. 

This program is the logical answer 
to the many inquiries received from 


pastors who have asked for concrete 
suggestions to promote Bible reading. 
A special leaflet, just off the press, 
The American Bible Society Commit- 
tee, is now available to anyone in- 
terested in this project. The pastor 
may wish to work through a commit- 
tee which he has appointed and which 
will be under his direction. However, 
the committee is not limited to the 
church and may begin with the work 
of an interested individual or can be 
developed as a community project. 

Various plans are suggested, urging 
the daily reading of the Bible, new and 
effective means of distributing the 
Scriptures and plans for helping to 
spread information on the Society’s 
program or furnishing Scriptures to 
all men in the language needed. 

Many signs point to an increasing 
recognition of the need for the Bible 
at the center of life. Interested lay- 
men who have come to know and be- 
lieve in the Bible can do much to 
further its use. Local committees will 
be developed by the eighteen district, 
division, and field offices of the, 
American Bible Society, and by co- 
operating state and city Bible Socie- 
ties in this country and the foreign 
agencies of the American Bible Socie- 
ty abroad. 
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00's Led Lantern 


A red lantern, or a red light, is a 
signal for travelers, or street walkers 
to stop; it means danger ahead. We 
were once on a train, and it stopped 
in the middle of a corn field. Down the 
tract was a red flag. We learned there 
was a wash-out farther ahead; the 
track walker had placed the signal 
warning. If this signal had been ig- 
nored, it would have meant disaster 
to our train and the loss of life, most 
certainly. ’ 

God has been sending or allowing 
devastating wars in the earth; also 
pestilences, earthquakes, and famines, 
which we should have heeded; but the 
race seems to be blind to signs, and 
goes on paying no attention to such 
warning and plunges on in madness 
and reckless living. We now have a 
most startling signal that has yet to 
be revealed—the atomic power, and its 
magnitude cannot be understood or 
appreciated. But it is obvious that this 
has been withheld for a last challenge 
and warning. Will we be wise and seek 
to understand what God surely wants 
to teach us? Civilization is in the bal- 
ance and the slightest touch or blun- 
der in international affairs may mean 
the end. If, as we are told, only one 
per cent of the atom’s energy has been 
released when the full strength has 
been given out we can not visualize 
what it will mean. A bomb forty thou- 
sand times more powerful is in the 
making. We can now understand Pe- 
ter’s prophetic words: 

“But the day of the Lord will come 
as a thief in the night; in the which 
the heavens shall pass away with a 
great noise, and the elements shall 
melt with fervent heat, the earth also 
and the works that are therein shall 
be burned up.” 2 Peter 3:10. 

We believe it is a red lantern touch- 
ing international affairs; it means 
the nations must get along with each 
other or else. That atomic energy, so 
potent, can be kept a secret with one 
nation is stupid. Scientists, the world 
over, are earnestly seeking to discover 
the hidden resources, and by-and-by 
the “stones of fire” will become 
known. Japan sent two thousand bal- 
loon bombs over on us, but most of 
them fell in the ocean and in forests. 
It only shows that distances, oceans, 
skies full of planes are no protection, 
once we become embroiled in an inter- 
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national mixup. 

Again, it is a red lantern in our do- 
mestic relations. We are a great nation 
with patriotic ideals, and when dan- 
ger rises on our horizon—we are a 
united nation, but we have a cross sec- 
tion of every creed, ism, and what not 
—atheistic, orthodox, modernistic, 
fascist, communist, and anything else 
to be found in the whole world. They 
claim protection of our flag and con- 
stitution, but they are as foreign to 
our national ideals as the most ardent 
Bolshevist of Russia, or any other 
place. We must learn to live interna- 
tionally, and aiso we must learn to live 
with ourselves. The present situation 
reveals how unpatriotic is the whole 
economic order when selfish carnality 
is allowed to act. Our President seems 
powerless to stem the tide of malcon- 
tents in labor and capital. They ignore 
argument and appeals from any 
source. It is evident that our country 
is overcharged with divisive elements, 
and utterly indifferent to authority. 
It is deplorable that our nation is not 
capable of dealing with our own inter- 
nal affairs. 

Herein is the weakness of our de- 
mocracy. Our Constitution guarantees 
too many privileges, and selfish groups 
and, individuals take advantage of 
them and shelter behind such protec- 
tion. A man once put a frozen snake 
in his bosom, and when the heat of 
his body thawed the frozen viper it 
stung him to death. “Demos kratep” 
—the people rule is true, and the peo- 
ple are a law unto themselves, and 
nothing seems to be done about it. So 
the atomic bomb is the red lantern 
swinging in front of our cherished de- 
mocracy. The world is no longer “safe 
for democracy.” It is in the crucible 
with all our other institutions. 

It is also the red lantern swinging 
in front of the church, and Christian 
civilization. It seems that the gods of 
destiny are angry and seeking revenge 
on every good thing. Wehave arem- 
edy for all the danger signals, but it 
is not in statecraft, diplomacy, inter- 
national strategy, or peace tables. All 


such are but “scraps of paper” when 
in the control of ambitious militarists. 
The church, which is the one agenty 
for the moral and spiritual battles of 
the world—when she begins to ques- 
tion the fundamental doctrines which 
are her foundation—is like an army 
going into battle without guns or am- 
munition. It is the “Word of God that 
is quick, and powerful, and sharper 
than any twoedged sword, piercing 
even to the dividing asunder of soul 
and spirit, and of the joints and mar- 
row, and is a discerner of the thoughts 
and intents of the heart,” Heb. 4:12. 
It is the only power for the breaking 
down of the strongholds of Satan. An 
emaciated, diluted message, uncertain 
about everything, will not meet the 
demands. We need as never before a 
positive faith in a positive truth. We 
have gone too far already with our 
Laodicean programs — a neither hot 
nor cold attitude. If the church meets 
her obligation, she will have to come 
out from the dangers of “no man’s 
land” to the mount of vision—where 
the mirage of God’s revelation will see 
over and beyond all the clouds. 
Then, in the last place, we believe 
the unleashing of this frightful agency 
of destruction is God’s red lantern 
swinging in front of a world that has 
lost its ways. In its wilderness wander- 
ings there are no pillars of cloud and 
fire to guide, as was given the chil- 
dren of Israel—long ago. Using the 
slang of common parlance, the whole 
world has gone haywire, meaning a 
restless, confused, bewildered mind, 
selfish greed, inordinate ambition— 
where the thought of others is lost in 
mad passion for possession, power and 
rulership. The war spirit, more terrible 
in each cycle of twenty-five years, like 
a great orchestra swelling higher and 
higher, reaching a climax for the fi- 
nale—the Armageddon is in the off- 
ing. General MacArthur’s prophetic 
warning should be heeded—“We have 
had our last chance.”—Midnight Cry.

Text: “For the Lord shall comfort 
Zion: he will comfort all her waste 
places; and he will make her wilder- 
ness like Eden, and her desert like the 
garden of the Lord: joy and gladness 
shall be found therein, thanksgiving, 
and the voice of melody,” Isa. 51:3. 


The Church of God in general is 
God’s garden on earth. In this garden 
are many gardens. The bloodwashed 
souls are gardens of the Lord. 

When God made man, he placed 
him in the garden of Eden, a garden 
of pleasure. He was perfect in his ways 


q om the day he was created, until in- 


quity was found in him. Then he was: 


driven out of the garden of God. 

“And the Lord God planted a garden 
eastward in Eden; and there he put 
man whom he had formed,” Gen. 2:8. 
In this garden God made to grow 
every tree that was pleasant to the 
sight, and good for food. There was 
plenty of fruit. And it was a place of 
paradise. The Church of God is com- 
pared to a garden, even the garden of 
Eden. Note: This garden did not grow 
up itself. “The Lord God planted it.” 
Made to grow in it every tree. Hence, 
the chureh does not “grow into” grace, 
but is “born into” it. All Christians are 
trees of righteousness, the planting of 
the Lord. 

In the Song of Solomon, the Church 
is compared to a garden several times. 
Mentioned first as “a garden enclosed, 
a spring shut up, anda fountain

arated from all evil. It is enclosed for 
safety, protected from Satan. “The 
gates of hell shall not prevail against 
it.” (Here I’m reminded of the words 
of the poet, “A wall of fire about me, 
I’ve nothing now to fear.” Praise God 
orever! God’s vineyard is fenced in. 
.5:2.) Norte: The spring is shut up, 
and a fountain sealed. Thus they can- 
not be polluted by the hands of those 
who would attempt to do so. The grace 
of God in our hearts is protected by 
the mighty power of God. The believer 
is “hid away with Christ in God.” A 
spring shut up; not to be muddied by 
exposing it to the enemy. This spring 
gets its flow from God, from the 
“fountain sealed.” He is the fountain 
of gardens, a well of living waters. 
Ged did not plant trees in the gar- 
den and leave them to wither and die, 
but He sent a river out of Eden to 
water the garden. Just so with His 
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Church. He will comfort her waste 
places and make her wilderness and 
deserts like the garden of Eden, or the 
garden of the Lord. If we stay in tune 
with heaven, our souls will be as a 
watered garden, or as a “tree planted 
by the river, that bringeth forth his 
fruit in his season; his leaf also shall 
not wither; and whatsoever he doeth 
shall prosper.” 

Then we hear the Church pray: 
“Awake, O north wind; and come thou 
south; blow upon my garden that the 
spices thereof may flow out. Let my 
beloved come into his garden, and eat 
his pleasant fruit.” Oh, how precious 
is this prayer, falling from the lips of 
God’s holy Church! a prayer to be re- 
peated by each individual Christian 
today. “O Spirit of God, blow upon my 
soul, that the heavenly influence 
thereof may flow out.” When God’s 
Spirit blows upon a sanctified soul, it 
sends forth a gale that stirs the hearts 
of men and women. As a beautiful 
garden of flowers sends forth its fra- 
grance when gently moved about by the 
breezes, our souls should be so full of 
sweetness that when Godd’s Spirit 
breathes upon it, a pleasing, balmy 
perfume will fill the atmosphere with 
Christian influence, effecting those 
around us, making them desire to be- 
come a plant in God’s great garden. 

Our garden is His garden. We are 
not our own, “for ye are bought with 
a price: therefore glorify God in your 
body, and in your spirit, which are 
God’s.” And again we are told to “do 
all that we do to the glory of God.” 
Note carefully, “Glorify God in your 
body, and in your spirit,” remembering 
always that we belong to God, and the 
price He paid for us was great. If we 
fail to glorify God in any way, then we 
ignore the price He paid, which is the 
shed blood of the Son of God. And to 
ignore the shed blood means damna- 
tion to our soul. To glorify God in our 
body means that we are not to allow 
any member of our body to move in 
any way contrary to the teachings of 
the Bible. All our acts are to be pleas- 
ing in His sight. “Whether therefore 
ye eat, or drink, or whatsoever ye do, 
do all to the glory of God. Give none 


offence, neither to the Jews, nor to 
the Gentiles, nor to the church of 
God: Even as I please all men in all 
things, not seeking mine own profit, 
but the profit of many, that they may 
be saved,” 1 Cor. 10:31-33. 

We are not to put anything on the 
body that would not glorify God. 
Neither are we to leave anything off 
the body that would not be pleasing to 
God. We are to glorify God in our 
manner of dress, according to the 
Scripture. You remember the Church 
prayed and invited God to come into 
His garden and eat His pleasant fruit. 
Can YOU, O Child of God; YOU, who 
have been bought with so great a 
price, dress after the extreme fashions 
of the world, invite God to look on, 
and eat of HIS pleasant fruit? Can 
YOU, O beautiful plant, whose head 
has been crowned with glory, cut off 
that crown of glory which was given 
to you for a “covering”; sweep it up 
and burn it, then invite God to come 
into His garden and eat His pleasant 
fruit? Can YOU, who was once blind, 
whose eyes God has opened, and 
shined His wonderful light upon the 
blessed pages of His eternal Word, 
turn aside from His precious truths 
for one minute to defile your mind 
with “COMICS” and other unclean 
reading matters, then invite God to 
come into His garden and “eat HIS 
pleasant fruits?” (“His delight is in the 
law of the Lord; and in his law doth 
he meditate day and night,” Psalms 
1:2.) Can YOU, who have believed 
with your heart, and with your mouth 
made ¢onfession, indulge in filthy and 
unholy conversations, then with the 
same mouth invite God to eat of HIS 
PLEASANT fruit? If this is the kind 
of fruit you are bearing, you need not 
invite the beloved Saviour, for He can- 
not digest that kind of fruit. 

If your garden is polluted with fruits 
that cannot glorify God, then you 
need to call in some saints to help you 
work your garden. Perhaps your gar- 
den needs a good “hoeing.” Or it may 
need the “plow.” Do something. For 
the sake of the blood of Jesus, don’t 
“turn it out.” (A farmer’s term when 
his crop is beyond working.) Pray un- 
til everything that God would frown 
on is moved out. Then invite the be- 
loved Savior to eat of HIS PLEASANT 
fruit. God will beautify your garden,

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NEW CHURCH AND PARSONAGE, S. 


From the buildings seen, you can get some idea of 
what the Lord has done for us here at Headquar- 
ters, at the South Cleveland church. We came here 
about eighteen months ago, from Sylacauga, Ala., 
to pastor. We had no parsonage here then, and no 
furniture. The church purchased a parsonage the 
first Sunday night I was here and mentioned it 
to them, on South Ocoee Street. It has six rooms 
and a bath. The kitchen has built-in, all metal 
cabinets and sink. The L.W.W.B. got busy and we 
purchased furniture and now have it nicely fur- 
nished with modern furniture, including an elec- 
tric range; it is also oil heated by a large oil circu- 
lator, and every dollar for the furniture has been 
paid long ago. The present-day value of this par- 
sonage is around $4,500. 


We feel that God directed us to Cleveland and 
never felt more in God’s will in all of our twenty- 
two years as a pastor in the Church of God. We 
found that we also needed a new church building 
here and we took the matter up with the church. 
We had an all-day drive and dinner and raised over 
$2,000 cash that day, with which to start. We 
bought a fine, new location on South Ocoee Street, 
which is hard-surfaced, about six blocks from the 
courthouse. A good Baptist lady owned it and asked 
$4,000 but gave us $500 on it, so we bought it for 
$3,500. We sold the old church house for the same amount. 
so we paid off this debt and were free to build. We now 
have, as you see, one of the best and as beautiful a church 
house as can be found anywhere in the Church of God. 
We had, as our first service in the new house, our Christ- 
mas program, December 24, 1945.

as He spoke of in Isaiah 61:3, “... to 
give unto them beauty for ashes, the 
oil of joy for mourning, the garment 
of praise for the spirit of heaviness;

Lord, that he might be glorified.” 

If we glorify God in our spirit, it is 
very easy to glorify Him in our body, 
for the Spirit of God brings the body 
under subjection. If we walk in the 
Spirit, we shall not fulfil the lust of 
the flesh, for the flesh lustest against 
the spirit, and the spirit against the 
flesh. If we get enough of the Spirit of 
Christ in us, it will overpower and up- 
root that old stubborn, hateful spirit. 
“They that are Christ’s have cruci- 
fied the flesh with the affections and 
lusts.” Then we no longer desire 
vainglory, but rather seek to glorify 
our Father which is in heaven. 

The fruit of the Spirit is joy and 
gladness. “Joy and gladness shall be 
found therein, thanksgiving, and the 
voice. of melody.” “And be not drunk 
with wine, wherein is excess; but be 
filled with the Spirit; speaking to 
yourselves in psalms and hymns and 
spiritual songs, singing and making 
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melody in your hearts to the Lord; 
giving thanks always for all things 
unto God and the Father in the name 
of our Lord Jesus Christ,” Eph. 5:18- 
20. This is the only way to have a VIC- 
TORY garden. 





COMMON SENSE ABOUT 
BUILDING PROGRAMS 
(Continued from page 3) 


3. One should beware as the leaven 
of the Pharisees the tremendously 
widespread fallacy that a prettier 
building or a better location will at- 
tract people to God. A beautiful build- 
ing will draw people to the church, but 
it is only “Christ, if He be lifted up,” 
that will draw people to God. You can 
not keep people away from the place 
where the saving, healing, baptizing 
power of God is working. ' 

Let me say the same thing in anoth- 
er way, to make it doubly clear: A 
church building is a means to an end, 
just as a furnace is a means of keep- 
ing warm. One doesn’t junk his old 
furnace and put in a bigger one unless 
the old one is not heating the home 
properly. A church building is a means 
of housing the people who come to 
worship God, and as long as it houses 
them and gives reasonable promise of 
housing them in the future, there can 
seldom be justification for launching 
a building program. I often am forced 
to the conclusion that pride enters in- 
to the desire of a pastor for a larger 
and more beautiful building when his 
average audience only half or two- 
thirds fills his present one and is not 
growing. The remedy, obviously, is for 
him to look for the shortcoming some- 
where else, and when it is found the 
numbers will begin to increase and 
the need for the new building will be 
felt; then he may confidently go 
ahead. 

Which of us has not seen a small, 
struggling group burning with the 
fire of God, build a fine building in a 
good location and just seem to lose 
something of its spirituality and zeal 
from that time forward? And which 
of us has not seen a growing, active 
group with all the power and zeal that 
one could hope for, meeting in equally 
as fine a building? (The most ‘consist- 
ent and powerful operation of the 
Holy Spirit it has been my personal 
privilege to enjoy was in a $150,000 
church with rugs throughout.) The 
reason for that difference is the main 
point of this whole article. In the first 
instance they set their hearts on a 
fine building, made the building an 


end in itself, rather than simply an 
adequate means of housing the peo- 
ple. In the second instance they kept 
the building in its proper place as 
merely a necessity, incidental to God’s 
work, and kept their affections first 
on Christ.

and coal bin. We have the most mod- 
ern hot air type furnace, with 21-inch 
blower; also 65-pound stoker costing 

$1,698 installed. 

The auditorium has elevated, select 
oak hardwood floors, large platform 
and elevated choir, book and instru- 
ment room, and pastor’s study, with 
nice lobby at entrance. We have forty- 
eight nice, factory-made pews. All 
woodwork is finished in natural color. 
The basement windows are all Floren- 
tine glass and the main auditorium 
windows are all art glass memorial 
windows, beautiful designs and colors, 
with names of persons purchasing the 
windows on them. 

We have a large parking space at 
the back of the church, which will be 
graded‘ and cindered, and there are 
plenty of beautiful shade trees around 
the building.
